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Continuation of 2. NOTE: Applicant argues reference Ishiwatari does not disclose providing the selected one of inbound working and 
protection channels to a switching matrix, the switching matrix outputs the selected one of inbound working and protection channels over 
a predetermined connection, the switching matrix maintaining connections regardless of which one inbound working and protection 
channels is selected. Examiner contends Ishiwatari discloses transmission device (Figure 9A) receiving data from working optical fiber 
cables and transmitting data to other transmission devices and maintaining connections despite fault by use of loop-back formation as 
part of automatic protection scheme. Loop-back formation is made such that the working channels in fiber cable (Figure 9B t element 
1 1 1 ) via signals are received from transmission device (Figure 9B, element 10C) are coupled to the protection channels (element 112) 
via which signals sent to transmission device 10C and then making a loop 7 back where protection channels are coupled to the working 
channels extending from transmission 10D. See column 4, lines 6-37. Therefore, for the above outlined reasons, Examiner maintains 
rejection is proper. 
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
